RATS AND 


BUGS IN 


RATS, mice, cockroaches, 
wasps and ants’ have 
blighted hospitals in 
Sandwell over the past five 
years, figures show. 

Reports included cockroaches in 
catering areas, near patients 
waiting in A&E and even rodents 
near a mortuary. 

There were 954 sightings of pests at 
Sandwell Hospital, Rowley Regis Hos- 
pital and City Hospital between 2006 
and last April. 

Pest controllers dealt with 352 sightings 
at Sandwell Hospital alone — including 52 
of cockroaches in catering areas.

More recent examples include rats near a 
staff smoking area and skip in January and 
cockroaches in a reception in December. 

Akitchen at the West Bromwich hospital 
had to be treated for cockroaches and a 
wasp nest was removed. 

Rodents were discovered in a kitchen and 
mortuary and cockroaches were also 
spotted near A&E and the pharmacy last 
May. The hospital was also treated for rats 
and mice. 


Inspections 


Meanwhile, pest controllers visited 
Rowley Regis Hospital on 39 occasions. 
Ants were found in the X-ray department 
and rodents near the mortuary door. 

The details, released under the Freedom 
of Information Act, also revealed there were

565 cases at City Hospital in Birmingham, 
including ants in maternity and rodents in 
reception. 

Pest controllers also removed an ants 
nest and tackled “crawling insects” in the 
neurophysiology and maternity depart- 
ments. 

Sarah Conlon, spokesman for Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust, which runs the hospitals, said: 
“Regular routine inspections of catering 
outlets and kitchens are undertaken to 
ensure nothing is undetected. 

“The trust is confident we are able to deal 
with pests appropriately and is proactive in 
managing potential problems and taking 


all appropriate steps in the prevention of 


pests. 
“There is no food safety issue in the 
trust.” 


Fund boost for town revamp 


A £4 MILLION funding bid 
which will be used to dramatically 
transform the face of West 
Bromwich town centre has been 
approved. 

Sandwell Council applied to the 
European Regional Development 
Fund for the money to go towards an 
£8.2m scheme which will see a public 
square, sculptures and greenery in 
the heart of the town. 

Council chief executive Jan Britton said 


subject to contract, the bid had been a 
success. It includes a pedestrian link 
between the £200m new Tesco site and 
Dartmouth Park. 

On the blog site Word on the Street he 
said the bid was approved at a meeting of 
the Advantage West Midlands Board on 
Friday. 

“The total programme has a value of 
£8.2m of which £4.1m has been approved 
from new ERDF funding, subject to con- 
tract,” he said. “The remaining balance of 
funds will come from the council, partners 
and other projects. 


Nursery scheme is proposed for a former bail hostel 


A FORMER bail hostel in Great Barr 
could be redeveloped into a children’s 
day nursery under new plans. 

A private developer has applied to trans- 
form the hostel in Hamstead Road, Great 
Barr, to create a nursery for up to 30 children. 

Applicant Faith Cummings says the 
project, for children agedup to five, will create 
up to 12 jobs if it is approved. 

Ms Cummings said the bail hostel closed 


down a few months ago. “It caused some prob- 
lems with neighbours,” she said. “I have 
spoken to some of the neighbours and reas- 
sured them about the plans.” 

The nursery would make use of the existing 
building’s six rooms, with a baby room, baby 
sleep room, pre-toddler room, toddler room 
and two pre-school rooms. It would be open 
from 7.30am to 6.30pm. 

The front of the building would be very 
slightly adapted. 


There would be a ramp to the front door 
allowing access for prams and pushchairs. 
The ground floor would have two children’s 
toilets installed. Landscaping would take 
place to make the garden more child-friendly. 
The site, near Hamstead train station on 
Old Walsall Road, would have seven car 
parking spaces and is situated near Ham- 
stead train station on Old Walsall Road. 
Sandwell Council is expected to make a 
decision on the scheme later this year. 


“The ERDF programme will run until 
2015, to improve major public spaces and 
‘Soin up” new developments around the 
town centre, including Tesco, Providence 
Place (All Saints Business Park), Sandwell 
College, Eastern Gateway and Dartmouth 
Park. The aim is to improve the town 
centre, encouraging inward investment 
and job creation.” 

Plaza 

The plans include improving the pedes- 
trianised High Street at Duchess Parade 
and Princess Parade, concentrating on 
entrances at New Street and Bull Street 
and the crossing between Kings Square 
and Queens Square. 

There will also be the creation of Metro 
Plaza, a public square linking West 
Bromwich Central tram station with 
Sandwell College and the town centre. 

Other key priorities include linking 
Sandwell College to the town centre, 
linking Providence Place to the High 
Street and upgrading the Reform Street 
Bridge to newly restored Dartmouth Park. 

Mr Britton said the successful bid would 
provide the “glue” that holds the new town 
centre together.

The estate straddles Groveland Road and Dudley 
Road West in Tividale and the company will be 
taking over empty units. The 20-year-old firm hires 
cleaning trucks to councils across the West Mid- 
lands.Plans sent to Sandwell Council say the move 
will bring 22 jobs into the area with the Tividale site 
becoming the hub for 25 heavy goods vehicles. 

Developers say movement in and out of the site 
will not disturb nearby residents.

UNEMPLOYMENT 
fell by 17,000 to 2.48 
million last month. 

But there was little 
cheer in Sandwell, 
where figures remained 
static. 

Nationally, 16 to 24- 
year-old unemployment 
edged closer to a 
million, hitting 963,000 
— its highest since 
records began in 1992. 

In the West Midlands 
the jobless fell by 4,000 
in the three months to 
February to 260,000. 

But it is still one of the 
worst-hit areas in the 


country, with unem- 
ployment currently at 
9.7 per cent. 

The number claiming 
jobseeker’s allowance 
rose last month by 700 
to 1.45 million, said the 
Office for National Sta- 
tistics.

HUNDREDS of children 
from across the West Mid- 
lands were arrested for pos- 
sessing offensive weapons 
including knives and a 
shotgun in the past two years. 

In Sandwell, 41 children under 
the age of 16 were held in 2009 
and 2010. 

Of the 402 children arrested by 
West Midlands Police, 33 took an 
offensive weapon to school. 

There were 25 arrests for 
having a blade in school and 
seven for having a weapon 
capable of discharging poisonous 
gas. One child had a shotgun. 

Peter Bradley of national 
charity Kidscape, which works to 
keep children free from harm, 
described the figures as worrying. 

“It shows that initiatives 
warning youngsters about the 
dangers of carrying weapons are 
not working,” he said. 

“Many organisations across the 
country teaching youngsters 
about the dangers of guns and 
knives are being cut or even with- 
drawn, but these figures show we 
need them as much as ever. 

“The issue of why a child feels 
the need to be armed has to be 
tackled.” 

Derek Rowley, Sandwell 
Council portfolio holder for safer 
neighbourhoods, said: “I am 
shocked. 

“Parents and teachers need to 
work with youngsters to warn 
them about the potential conse- 
quences of carrying a gun or a 
knife.”

False claims for 
£44000 benefits 


A CLEANER falsely claimed more than 
£44,000 in benefits after failing to declare that 
she was living with her partner, a court heard. 

Mother-of-two Lorraine Sullivan, of Lawrence 
Road, Cradley Heath, pleaded guilty to three 
charges. The charges involved falsely claiming 
housing benefit, council tax, income support and job- 
seekers allowance between December 2005 and 
December 2009. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prosecuting, told Wolverhamp- 
ton Crown Court: “She was claiming as a single 
parent who was living alone. But in December 2005 
she was living with her partner and she failed to 
declare the changes in her circumstances.” 

Investigations by Sandwell Council found that her 
partner had used the 40-year-old’s address for credit 
checks and to register a car with the DVLA. 

Mr Jackson told the court that in total, Sullivan 
falsely claimed £12,777 in housing benefit, £2,557 in 
council tax benefit and £28,783 in income support 
and jobseekers allowance. 

Mr Malcolm Fowler, defending, said she had not 
told the authorities about her change in circum- 
stances due to her uncertainty about her relation- 
ship with her partner. He said that she did not expect 
the relationship to blossom. He added that the pros- 
ecution had a “dire effect” on Sullivan’s health and 
that she has a severe alcohol problem. 

Judge Michael Challinor said: “It was quite clear 
that you were not fraudulently claiming from the 
start... you weren’t sure whether your partner was 
going to stay with you.” 

Judge Challinor sentenced Sullivan to 26 weeks in 
prison suspended for 18 months. He ordered her to 
complete 200 hours of unpaid work and ordered her 
to pay £500 costs. 


Six arrested as lambs 
found tied up in cars 


SHEEP rustling is on the increase across the 
country as the price of lamb increases. 

It comes as the price of lamb shot up from from 
£2.70 per kg to more than £4 per kg. 

The news comes after 16 lambs were discovered 
tied up in the boot, back seat and footwell of two cars 
stopped between between Junctions 1 and 2, of the 
M65, for West Bromwich and Oldbury last week. 

Lisa-Marie Nelson, spokeswoman for Warwick- 
shire-based NFU Mutual, said: “We have had about 
10 years where crime was at a very low level but it 
has taken off again.”

A FINAL fundraising push is being

A TEENAGED robber who pointed an 
imitation handgun at a pursuer after 
stealing a phone from a girl in a Sandwell 
park has been locked up for more than 
three years.

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Memories hop off page in Bunny’s new book 


AN ENTERTAINER has written a book 
on his life in showbiz. Thomas Bunn, who 
was known on stage as Bunny Thomas, has 
just published his first book.

He said: “I was doing voluntary work and 
one of the nurses suggested I should train 
to work in the psychiatric field, so I did.” 


Mr Bunn worked for four years at High- 
croft Hospital in Erdington.

THE widow of a man stabbed to death in a revenge attack said 
life would “never be the same again” as his killer was jailed for 
life. Charles Kelly was stabbed 15 times on the doorstep of his 
home in Marshall Road, Oldbury, on July 16. 

His killer, Stephen Lal, was sentenced to life imprisonment with a 
minimum of 24 years at Wolverhampton Crown Court last week. His 
sister, Helen, who was found guilty of perverting the course of justice, 
was jailed for three years. 

Mr Kelly’s widow Marlene said he was her “soul mate”. They celebrated their 
37th anniversary a day before his murder. She said: “I try to keep strong for our 
six children and nine grandchildren but it is so hard especially when I can’t 
sleep at night because every time I close my eyes I see Charlie slipping away in 
front of my eyes, knowing T can’t do anything to save him. 

“We all miss Charlie so much. This has had such a great impact on all our 
lives. I don’t think my family will ever be the same again.” 

Daughter Maria Nicholls said: “The pain will never go away and I think of my 


dad everyday and to 
know he was taken away 
by someone is_ the 
hardest thing ever.” 

Mr Kelly’s eldest son 
Lee said the family was 
pleased with the sen- 
tence. 

“The sentence today 
won't bring dad back, but 
it is still a big help to us 
all to know that someone 
has been sentenced for 
it,” he said. 

On the day of the 
murder Lal knocked on 
Mr Kelly’s door after 
drinking all day. When 
the 57-year-old answer- 
ed, Lal attacked him 
before driving away.

Last month a driver crossed the 
junction and, after swerving to avoid 
another car, careered into concrete bol- 
lards and her fence outside the hair- 
dressing salon — less than a year after 
a similar crash last June when staff 
were working inside the shop. 

In February last year a car smashed 
into the give-way sign and then into 
the front of the shop. Sandwell Council 
will now start work next week on 
traffic calming measures.

While the works are being carried 
out there will be temporar ad clo- 
sures at Abbey Road from its junction 
with Pitcairn Road to its junction with 
Alexander Road and St Marys Road, 
Milcote Road and Lightwoods Road.

HUNDREDS of greetings cards 
are building up in delivery offices 
across the region despite being sent 
out with first class stamps because 
senders are ignoring rules that 
postage must be paid by size. 

Royal Mail said people are forgetting 
payment rules that were brought in five 
years ago, meaning any ‘non-standard’ 
size costs extra. 

A 46p first class stamp will pay for the 
postage of a letter or card measuring 9.4 
inches in length, 6.5 inches in width and 
0.2 inches thick. Anything above that 
will require extra payment. 

Many greetings cards are above the 


limit, meaning well-wishers end up 
falsely accused of “forgetting” birthdays, 
anniversaries and other special occa- 
sions.

The plant will collect and treat house- 
hold waste from across Sandwell. 

Included in the plan is a facility to 
treat paper, glass, cans, plastics and 
cardboard, with a composting facility.

Rent arrears rise 


as they hit £1.2m 


MORE than £1.2 million is 
owed to Sandwell Council in 
rent arrears, latest figures 
show. 

The total of £1,230,185 is 3.87 
per cent up on the previous year 
when £1,184,309 was owed. 

During the past year, 1,590 
notices seeking possession and 
notices to terminate contracts 
were served on tenants in arrears, 
but bosses said this was 270 fewer 
that the previous year. 

Thirty five tenants were evicted 
during the year for being behind 
on payments, compared to 80 the 
year before. 

Sandwell Homes faced a bill for 
£12,075 for eviction warrants. 

Adrian Scarrott, director of 
housing services, said the organi- 
sation had increased the amount 
of rent collected in value and per- 
centage terms. 

He added: “Sandwell Homes 
has a good track record of collect- 
ing tenants’ rent and minimising 
arrears. 

“Although rent arrears out- 
standing at the year-end had 
increased slightly, the amount of 
rent collected for the year had also 
slightly increased. Given the 
current financial conditions we 
feel this is a positive outcome.” 

He stressed the number of 
tenants evicted had been halved 
from 80 last year to 35 in 2010/11.

Coroner in call for lorry law 
change after death of OAP 


A CORONER is calling on the Government to 
change legislation on front blind spot mirrors for 
lorries, after the death of a Rowley Regis pensioner. 

Cynthia Chapple, aged 71, was killed after being hit by a lorry 
as she tried to cross Holly Road, at the junction with High Street 


in Blackheath, just after noon on August 13. 
An inquest was told that the driver did not see Mrs Chapple. 


Black Country coroner Robin Balmain is now writing to the Sec- 
retary of State seeking a change in the law concerning heavy 


goods vehicles. 


The inquest heard that Mrs Chapple, of Terrace Street, was 
seen by lorry driver Jamie Tyler standing at the pedestrian cross- 
ing in Holly Road, Blackheath. Mr Tyler, of Hurst Road, Smeth- 
wick, was working as a HGV driver for an agency at the time and 


was waiting to turn his lorry right at the junction. He had gone 
through the lights on green but as he waited for a gap in traffic 
the lights went red and his lorry was left blocking the crossing. 
He said he had seen Mrs Chapple, who was on crutches, in his 
mirrors when he had come to a stop. But when the traffic lights 
turned green “I checked my mirrors and she had gone,” he said. 


Pedestrians 


The inquest heard Mrs Chapple had tried to cross the road in 
front of the lorry and had been hit as the vehicle had started to 


move off. The driver was alerted to the tragedy by pedestrians.

miles they drove, with 
Dudley Council paying 
out £2.7m in 2009/10, 
Walsall paying £1.3m 
and South Staffs spend- 
ing £193,704 on mileage. 
Matthew Sinclair, 
Director of the TaxPay- 
ers’ Alliance, said: “It is 
shocking that the same 
councils that are plead- 
ing poverty are paying 
well above the recom- 
mended mileage rate. 


Proposal 


“Ordinary motorists 
who are feeling the pinch 
will be shocked that 
council staff are getting 
such a generous deal for 
their mileage claims.” 

Councillor Mahboob 
Hussain, Sandwell 
Council’s cabinet 
member for improve- 
ment and efficiency, said 


the authority planned to 
cut mileage claims by 
£1.1m by reducing the 
payment by July. 

“A new proposal was 
made by the Chancellor 
for all local government 
mileage to be paid at 45p 
per mile, which 
Sandwell will adhere to,” 
he said. 

“The money we save 
will be reinvested back 
into frontline services. 

“We will be looking at 
encouraging our staff to 
look at other forms of 
transport, such as pool 
cars and public trans- 
port.” 

Workers have reacted 
angrily to the plan, 
which they say is effec- 
tively a pay cut and have 
threatened a walk out 

Once the council has 
served staff with notice 
of a change to their 
working conditions, 
unions will be discussing 
industrial action with 
members.

Labour aiming to 
strengthen power 


base in borough 


LABOUR is looking to 
strengthen its grip on 
Sandwell Council. 

With 57 Labour members 
on the 72-strong council, 
there is no chance of a 
change of power at the 
Council House in Oldbury. 

The leading opposition party — 
with nine members — is the Con- 
servative group, while there are 
four Liberal Democrats, one 
Independent and one Independ- 
ent Socialist. 

In Sandwell, following a 
breakaway from the Conserva- 
tives, the Sandwell Traditional 
Conservatives group has been 
formed, headed by former Tory 
group leader Tony Ward. 

The candidates will contest 
three wards, Newton, Great 
Barr & Yew Tree and Old Warley, 
in next month’s polls. 

Another blow to the Tories in 
the last 12 months was when the 
group’s deputy leader Elaine 
Costigan defected to Labour, 
citing the the axing of the Build- 
ing Schools for the Future pro- 
gramme. 

Long-serving former mayor 


Bill Archer also resigned from 
the party last year and the Con- 
servatives subsequently lost his 
seat in Wednesbury North, 
which he had held for more than 
35 years. 

Eighteen of the 24 councillors 
whose seats are up for grabs are 
standing for re-election in the 
same seat this time around. 

Labour’s Pat Davies, who cur- 
rently represents St Paul’s, is 
moving to contest the Hateley 
Heath seat which in turn has 
been left vacant by the decision 
of Labour’s Yvonne Davies to 
stand in Langley. 

The sitting councillors whose 
seats are up for grabs in Tivi- 
dale, Princes End, Bristnall and 
Langley are not seeking re-elec- 
tion. 

One councillor who will be 
confident of keeping his seat in 
Soho and Victoria ward is 
Labour’s Roger Horton, as 
longest-serving member of the 
authority, having served for 36 
years. 

Other notable names stand- 
ing include Conservative Alan 
Bowler, who is contesting the 
Cradley Heath and Old Hill 


ward, and is hoping to join his 
wife Liz, who is a sitting council- 
lor in the same ward. 

Councillor Costigan, who 
caused a stir when she deserted 
the Conservatives, faces her 
a Labour member in 
Wednesbury North. 

Sandwell Borough Council 
will not count its votes until the 
Friday after Thursday’s poll 
closes.

If the plot is open and exposed 
to cold winds, some form of windbreak may be required — a fence, 
wall or dwarf hedge would be adequate. 

Asouth facing patio is the ideal spot for growing many vegetables 
in gro-sacs and planters. It is advisable to move the crops. By 
moving the crop each year you stop soil-borne pests that are fairly 
specific to that crop attacking the next that you plant.

Monsters (12) 

LESS can be more in monster 
movies. In classics such as 
Jaws, Alien, Predator and, more 
recently Cloverfield, tension is 
built by only glimpsing the crea- 
ture before the final shocking 
reveal. 

However, British writer and direc- 
tor Gareth Edwards may stretch the 
patience of some monster movie 
fans before his giant tentacled jelly 
fish/spider/elephant ETs are finally 
revealed in all their otherwordly 
glory. The effects are, despite the 
movie's low budget, excellent and 
that is probably because of 
Edwards' background in special 
effects and CGI animation. 

Set in the near future, the

Mexican-American border has 
become a walled-off infected zone 
where alien creatures who came to 
Earth on a Nasa probe have 
adopted the jungle as their home. 
Military jets and tanks tackle the 


creatures' devestating occasional 
incursions into the human world, 
captured on grainy longshot video 
and photos. 

The set up, which doesn’t stand 
up to close scrutiny, has a risk- 
taking news photographer told by 
his bosses to get the newspaper 
owner’s daughter out of the danger 
zone and back to the US. When 
they miss the last ferry, they take the 
high-risk strategy of going through 
the infected zone. 

What makes Monsters different 
to the rash of recent fantasy movies 
using documentary style (ie Clover- 
field, District 9) is that it has an 
almost ‘art house’ sensibility. It 
seems more interested in the rela- 
tionship between the photographer 
(who doesn’t get to see his young 
son anymore) and the rich girl (who 
may be running away from her 
finacee). There is certainly chem- 
istry between the two leads, Scoot 
McNairy and Whitney Able, who 
have married since they completed 
the movie. 

Tension is built in the back- 
ground, such as the sight of burnt 
out tanks and downed fighter jets, 
chaotic TV footage of an attack and 
a sombre vigil for the creatures’ 
victims. One can read into the 
movie allegories for the relationship 
between America and its poorer 
neighbours. 

As monster movies go, this is 
unusual because it is a thoughtful 
slowburner rather than a roller- 
coaster ride.

But it proved a useful analogy for the 
Hawthorns chief on an afternoon when 
Chelsea brought his players back to earth 
with a bump. 

For two months the start of his 
Hawthorns reign has been the stuff of 
dreams. But last year’s top-flight winners 
proved one giant too many for Hodgson 
and his troops, who were swept aside by a 
clinical Blues team who delivered a cham- 
pions’ response to a difficult week. 

The wonderful start to Hodgson’s 
tenure was extended by 20 minutes as 
they claimed the lead to raise hopes of yet 
another famous victory.

For the home side it was a return to 
some bad old habits as the compact 
defending that has underpinned 
Hodgson’s Hawthorns revival gave way to 
some over-expansive play that gifted the 
visitors the time and space they needed to 
turn on the counter-attacking style. 

There were individual errors for good 
measure. Keeper Scott Carson was indeci- 
sive for Chelsea’s first two goals, Nicky 
Shorey got in a muddle for one and the 
whole back four switched off for another 
while Odemwingie lost possession 
cheaply for the crucial third just before 
half-time. 

They were aberrations that Hodgson 
might have half-expected after six previ- 
ous matches that had brought success 
beyond even his wildest dreams. 

Yet they were still mishaps he will 
doubtless spend the next week stamping 
on as he looks to avoid a return to the slip- 
shod defending that created the perilous 
situation he inherited in February. 

Hodgson was pleased with a second- 
half showing that once more displayed the 
grit and togetherness that has returned 


For Hodgson and Co it no doubt proved 
an afternoon of frustration. 

They have now conceded nine times in 
two meetings with the Blues this season 
and each goal has been a poor one for the 
Baggies. 

Chelsea could not say the same about 


their own setback, which came courtesy of 


a fine 17th-minute Albion move and a 
sublime Odemwingie finish that made 
him his club’s most successful goalscorer 
in a single Premier League season. 

But that was as good as it got for an 
Albion side who could not recapture their 
stunning form in beating Liverpool and 
Sunderland and shot themselves in the 
foot too often. 

First Carson failed to gather a Florent 
Malouda cross, Shorey failed to clear it 
and Didier Drogba buried the rebound. 

Then the keeper was unable to hold 
another Drogba shot, no-one from the 
Baggies responded and Salomon Kalou 
pounced to put the Blues ahead. 

And, with Hodgson hoping to recharge 
his men at half-time, he saw Lampard kill 
off the game with a simple finish after 
Odemwingie lost the ball cheaply to 
Drogba, whose pass allowed Malouda to 
square for the goal. 

The second 45 minutes was better for 
the Baggies but Chelsea never looked in 
serious danger. 

And the final whistle left Hodgson to 
reflect on his first setback in the Albion 
dugout. 

He knows, though, that fairytales rarely 
go on forever. 

But Albion’s dream few weeks mean 
their season should still end happily ever 
after. 


Granted, Roy Hodgson’s men were 
below their recent standards in the 
first half and trailed 3-1 at the break, 
but this was the same team who had 
been unbeaten in their previous seven 
games to move to the brink of Premier 
League safety. 

d they were being beaten by the 
defending champions. 

We can only hope the majority of 
Baggies fans, who have been noted his- 
torically for their patience, help the 
fickle few to see sense.
